Prices not being con- 
trolle das in this war, rose rapidly 
and went far, Farmers as a re- 
sult appeared to be doing pretty 
well. In the latter years of the 
1014-18 war, and for a time after- 
wards, they went on a fairly gep- 
erous spending spree. They bcught 
land and machine-y and other 
goods at high prices, and in doing 
so, pushed prices still higher. The 
day of reckoning came in the 1930.

WINGS OVER 
CANADA 


What’s going to happen to all 
{ne thousands of R.CAF training 
vaireraft after the war? Will they 
-be useful for post-war private and 
‘commercial flying? 


The answer is 99 percent NO. 
As-C.D. Howe, Minister of Muni- 
tions and Supply, has pointed out, 
tho twin engined aircraft used for 
trainging bomber alr crews. aside 
from the fact that most of them 
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u te hed down this fair Dominion of ours. 
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the stricken other er You 
will stand seudchly behind your Red 
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will be pases erat worn out, 
not designed as economical ships 
for commercial use, Because the 
cost of flying a plane and its. per- 
formance are far more, important 
than its initial cost, commercial 
airl'‘ne operators will much prefer 
new ships. 


And what about the private 
plane? Thousands of airmen are 
wordering about this question too, 
Canada has thousands of compara- 
tively. small single-engine two- 
seater trainers, the latest of which 
was the sleek. low wing Cornell: 
This was a Fairchild design, man- 
ufactured in Canada under license. 


Even this lightest and newest 
of all air force training planes is 
much heavier and harder to fly 
than the light civilian planes 
which were sold before the war 
end which will again go on sale 
immediately the war is over. The 
Cornell, for instance, uses more 
than twice as much gasoline as 
the light civilian plane which al- 
so carries two people and flies at 
about the same speed. . 


This is because the air force 
needed heavier. more difficult-to 
fly planes if mon were to be gra- 
duated quickly onto souped-up 
fighters and bombers, In

other 


overhauls, on a Cornell, for in- 
stance cost almost the same as the 
total cost of-a brand new light 
plane, which can be flown at a- 
bout the same speed and for a 
fraction of the cost. 


Im other words, there isn't much 
point in selling an air force veter- 
an old plane for $100 which will 
cost him $2000 to overhaul, when 
he could buy a brand new one for 
the latter price perhaps. 


A few of the newer trainers, 
hawever, will be able to secure 
certificates of airworthiness with- 
out overhaul, and these, it is re- 
ported, will be given to flying 
clitbs throughout the Dominion by 
thé government.

_ Right now, nobody knows ex- 
actly how many companies will 
be building light planes in Canada 
after the war. The industry is full 
of rumors. Before the war, only 
one company—Cub at Hamilton, 


* Ont.—built light planes in Canada. 

One 
thing about it is certain—it’s go- 
ing to be a wild, competitive scra- 
mble and the public will have 
planes—inexpensive, safe and easy 
to fly.
